Chapter  191)  of  the  acts  and  re- 
SvMves  passed  by  the  Legislature  in 
iSSa,  entitled  "An  act  concerning 
dection  and  voting  therein,"  by  the 
decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, applies  to  the  election  of 
Town  officers  as  well  as  National  and 
Siate  elections,  and  that  all  such  of- 
fices must  be  voted  for  on  one  ballol, 
and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in 
warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  that 
the  polls  in  town  shall  be  kept  open 
ap  least  four  hours  and  the  new  ballot 
boa  used.  Now  if  the  polls  open  at 
9  o'clock  a  m„  they  cannot  close  un- 
til •  o'clock  p.  nv,  alter  the  closing 
of  the  polls,  the  same  action  musl  be 
tsken  by  the  Nf  oderalor  and  the  Tel- 
lers appointed  by  the  Tojtd  Cletk  or 
Moderator,  as  Selectmen  are  obliged 
1  at  State  elections;  that  is,  to 
count  the  check  list  and  the  ballots  as 
they  come  from  the  ballot-box,  before 
ihey  can  proceed  to  assort  and  count 
the  ballots  cast,  all  without  any  ad- 
journment, and  in  a  clear  and  audible 
voice,  and  within  the  unobstructed 
w  of  the  voters  present.  The 
meeting  cannot  adjourn  until  the  vote 
declared  and  the  ballots  are  placed 
in  a  sealed  envelope  and  given  to  the 
Town  Clerk.  Therefore  the  old  fash- 
ioned March  meetings  are  with  the 
things  gone  by.  New  March  meet- 
ings are  lo  come,  and  the  neat  March 
meeting  will  be  the  commencing.  As 
U  will  take  about  all  day  to  elect  the 
town  officers  and  declare  the  result, 
probably  no  other  matters  in  the  war- 
can  be  acted  upon  on  the  first 
day,  and  the  meeting  will  be  obliged 
to  adjourn  nntil  some  other  day.  We 
would  suggest  that  ifier  the  election 
of  the  officers  the  meeting  adjourn 
week,  and  that  a  large  committee 
be  appointed,  before  adjourning,  to 
take  into  consideration  all  other  mat- 
ters in  the  warrant  and  report  at  the 
adjourned  meeting,  for  the  action  of 
the  town  on  each  article.  The  ad- 
journed meeting  could  be  held  in  the 
ereatng  if  desirable.  As  the  candi- 
dates for  town  offices  are  to  be  voted 
for,  all  on  one  ballot,  the  same  as  at 
Slate  election*,  not  voting  but  once 
•here  heretofore  we  have  In  this  town 
enied  ten  or  twelve  times  during  the 
election  of  town  officert.lt  seems  as  if 
:here  should  be  an  understanding  wi 
*11  parties,  now  many  officers  are  to 
'or  voted  for,  and  what  offices  shall  be 
fitted  by  ballot  as  there  art  tome  that 
(he  Selectmen  are  obliged  to  appoint

DtPiCATtoN  or  TtttNaw  East  Gram- 
mar School  House. 
The  dedication  of  the  new  East 
Grammar  school  house  took  place 
last  Tuesday  afternoon,  In  ihe  main 
school  room,  at  which  about  one  hun- 
rd,  besides  school  children,  were 
present.  The  exercises  commenced 
t5  with  singing  by  the  young  la- 
dies of  the  High  School,  assisted  by 
Principal  Murray.  Mets.  Henry  Young 
and  rVed.  T.  Bailey;  Miss  Ella  Litch- 
field as  organist.  Then  followed  the 
presentation  of  ihe  key  to  the  build- 
ing by  Mr.  Robert  H.  Hall,  chairman 
of  the  building  committee,  to  Mr.  W. 
11.  Litchfield,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  Selectmeu,  In  a  well  chosen  speech. 
Mr.  Litchfield  received  the  key  and 
ith  a  bow  presented  the  tame  to  Mr. 
C.  E.  Bailey,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
School  Committee,  who  acknowledged 
the  receipt  of  it  in  a  lengthy  tpeech, 
closing  by  presenting  the  key  to  Mrs. 
J.  A.  Neely,  teacher  of  Ihe  East 
Grammar  school,  she  receiving  ii  witb 
neat  speech.  Prayer  was  then  of- 
fered hy  Rev.  J.  B.  Smiih.  A  song 
was  prettily  rendered  by  Miss  Alice 
Northey,  Mist  losie  Liichfield  playing 
the  accompaniment.  Mr.  Bailey  next 
introduced  Hon.  J.  W.  Dickinson, 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa 
on,  who  gave  a  statistical  account  of 
hat  the  common  schools  have  done, 
ot  only  in  this  Commonwealth  but  in 
this  Country.  He  spoke  of  the  duties 
of  Ihe  school  committee  in  seeing  that 
the  school  houses  were  properly  light- 
ed, drained,  etc,  and  in  the  selection 
of  good  teachers.  A  good  teacher 
should  have  good  health,  be  well  in- 
formed and  use  good  methods.  He 
appealed  to  the  citizens  of  Sciluateto 
support  their  schools  and  sustain  the 
teachers  and  school  committee.  "This 
building,"  said  he,  "has  increased!  he 
value  of  the  town  more  than  the 
amount  expended."  Singing  by  the 
H  igh  School  pupils. 

Rev.  Jos.  Osgood,  Supt.  of  Schools 
of  the  town  of  Cohasset,  next  spoke. 

.eferred  to  Mr.  Dickinson's  re- 
marks in  reference  of  the  influence  of 
Harvard  College,  and  said,  "Two  of 
the  Presidents  of  Harvard  College 
had  been  preachers  in  Scituate."  He 
spoke  encouragingly  of  Scituate  in 
erecting  this,  the  handsomest  and 
most  convenient  building  in  town, 
when  it  was  carrying  such  a  burden. 
During  Mr.  Osgood's  remarks  Mr. 

A.  Walton,  agent  for  the  State 
Board  of  Eduction,  entered,  aod  in 
turn  was  called  upon.  He  paid  a  very 
high  compliment  to  the  building,  as  it 
met  his  eve.  Remarks  were  then 
made  by  Revs.  N.  Scaver.  Jr,  and  T. 
W  .  Sheppard.  The  exercises  closed 
at  4  o'clock,  with  the  singing  of  one 
verse  of  "America,"  when  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  building  was  made. 

DESCRIPTION. 

The  building  is  of  Queen  Ann 
architecture,  30x5a,  with  a  front  pro- 
jection 8x31,  in  the  centre  of  which 
the  entrance,  6x7  tt.  6  in.,  and  on 
either  side  the  cloak  rooms  7  ft.  6 
i».  The  main  room  is  19x3a,  ant 
ft.  posts  with  four  large  windows  on 
the  north  end;  also  lighted  by  means 
of  three  small  windows  in  the  roof 
the  front  side  which  can  be  used  for 
ventilation.  Upon  three  sides  of  the 
room  are  blackboards  seven  maps 
suspended  upon  the  walls.  There  are 
desks  for  eighiy  pupils.  From  this  we 
pass  into  the  class  room  15XJ0  which 
is  on  the  south  end,  lighted  by  large 
windows  and  out  of  which  is  Ihi 
brary  4  IL  6  in.xS  ft.  6  in.,  wash  room, 
wood  room  and  rear  entrance.  Ov 
this  is  a  store  100m.  The  building 
faces  the  east  and  is  placed  on  the 
southerly  end  of  the  common  The 
Mnictura  cost  $>8oo,  while  $3000  waa 
appropriated.  Mr.  Henry  1.  Bailey 
was  the  architect  and  his  plan*  and 
a  pacifications  were  highly  commended 
by  the  trade.  Mr.  I  ho*.  O.  Cole  was 
the  contractor,  and  It  taid  lo  have  car- 
ried out  the  contract  very  faithfully. 
The  building  committee  a-ere  Kobe 1 1 
II.  Hall,  A  J.  Waterman,  Tho*.  F. 
Ilailey,  Harvey  Northey,  Wm.  P.  Al- 
len, and  to  them  is  due  much  credit 
fnr  doing  what  It  seldom  done  in  town 
affairs,  keeping  within  the  appropria- 
tion. Mr*.  J,  A.  Neely,  who  has  been 
a  faithful  teacher  in  the  Grammar 
school  for  aome  years  will  have  charge 
ol  the  new  building,  with  Mitt  S.  L. 
Voting,  who  haa  had  charge  of  the  In- 
termediate school,  at  an  assistant 
Mr  Geo.  Curtl*  It  the  janitor.  School 
will  commence  next  Monday.

Brooding  for  Improvement. 

The  breeding  tor  improvement  is  al- 
ways glow  and  attended  by  many  draw, 
backs,  and  only  a  few  cau  obtain  by  a 
streak  of  food  fortune  phenomenal  aui- 
mals,  but  pcrsvvcrancc  aud  judgment 
will  increase  the  average  ol  auyone'i 
herd,  and  that  really  means  the  greatest 
success.    Careful  breeding  must 

ited  upon  by  good  maiin|{emcut ;  tbe 
neglect  ol  yonug  animals  after  they  are 
weaned,  Is  lartoo  common.  They 
frequently  allowed  to  shift  for  them- 
selves aud  half  starve,  and  take  wha 
th«  cows  will  not  eat.  Such  raothodi 
upset  results  and  damage  the  owner 
of  a  1500  thoroughbred  hnll  frequently 
beyond  recovery.  Uy  this,  I  do  not 
pamper  young  slock  and  make 
hothouse  plant*  ol  them,  but  to  give 
them  sbeltar  In  cold  weather  aud  plenty 
of  good  fodder  at  all  time*. 

Another  point  we  should  strive  for  Is 
early  maturity.  My  own  exparieooa 
and  that  of  my  father,  extending

Boat  Raspberries  and  Currants. 

llaspbcrricsaro  uot  so  iruuantllv  grnwu 
as  strawberries.  They  are  protected 
with  more  difficulty,  bul  statistics  show 
lhat  they  give  more  uiouey  from  the 
same  ground.  The  Franconia  is  one 
of  the  oldest  and  best  kuown  kinds,  aotl 
takes  the  most  priics.  The  Heratine  is 
generally  grown  for  market,  thnugh  the 
I  uthbert  is  reputed  more  prolific.  The 
Clark  is  as  hardy  as  any  ;  1  grew  it 
for  seveu  years  without  auy  protection, 
hut  then  lost  it  entirely.  The  Snnodcrs 
isot  the  fiucst  fiavor  but  too  soft  to  be 
desirable  for  market.  The  McLaren's 
Prolific  was  shown  lor  the  first  time 
last  season  ;  it  resembles  the  Iloroot, 
and  is  of  good  quality,  and  reported  by 
the  exhibitor  to  bo  vigorous  and  product 
ive,  and  best  in  every  respoct  he  has 
over  grown.  Of  black  cap  raspberries 
tbe  ^ouhegan  and  Gregg  are  best. 

Of  currants,  the  Versttillaise  aud  the 
Freuch  Transparent  have  taken  the 
most  prizes.  I  esteem  tbe  Versaillaise 
the  best  red  currant.  I  have  louud  it 
productive,  the  branches  being  boni  to 
the  ground  with  the  weight  ot  fruit ; 

t  Belmont  grower  rccotrtmcuded 
another  variety  as  more  productive. 
This  w?8  obttiiued  from  the  Cushiog 
place  In  Belmont,  aud  generally  culti- 
vated in  lhat  viciuity.  The  currant 
can  be  grown  profitably  iu  u  pear  or 
applo  orchard,  between  the  trees  in  the 
rows,  and  will  return  enough  to  pay  for 
cultivating  the  whole  orchard.  The 
French  Trausparent  is  distinct  from 
Dana's  Transparent ;  the  former  is  as 
large  and  haudsome  as  the  latter,  aud 
ol  better  quality.— fK.  \V.  Wood,  Mid- 
dlesex county,  Mass.

Tha  Utltlxatlon  of  Sowage. 
At  recent  meeting  ot  tha  Mats.  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  at  Great  Har- 
riogtoatbe  first  paper  read  was  by  Dr. 
Henry  J.  Barnes  of  Boston,  who  has 
made  a  special  study  of  water  supply 
(in  relation  to  its  purity)  and  drain- 
age. The  subject  of  his  essay  was 
"The  Utilization  of  Sewage,"  or"  iti 
employment  tn  irrigation  and  u~rical- 
tare.  In  introducing  tbe  subj.-ct  h< 
spoke  of  the  great  was'e  going  on  el 
OTer  tbe  world  ie  this  mailer,  hy  which 
the  ocean  is  made  the  repository  oi  the 
substances  which  mi^ht  become  the 
wealth  of  nations;  of  the  opposition  to 
its  use  among  farmers,  explaining  in 
this  connection  why  sewage  often  loses 
its  Taiue  hy  filtration  and  decomposi- 
tion in  drains  aud  cesspools ;  of  tbe 
sewer  questions  now  agitating  the  prin- 
cipal capitals  of  the  world ;  oi  Lon- 
don's $9,000,000  failure,  and  Boston's 
folly  at  Moon  lslajd ;  of  the  mingling 
ot  sewage  with  drinking  water  at  Chi- 
cago and  in  Boston ;  of  tbe  methods 
gathering  sewage,  mentioning  highly 
the  pneumatic  system  and  tbe  bucket 
system  ol  Chine  ;  of  the  different  ways 
of  disposing  of  sewage  on  land,  with 
descriptions  of  experiments  in  many  of 
the  cities  oi  Europe,  especially  at  the 
Paris  suburb  of  Genevilliers,  and  at 
Pnllman,  111.,  in  this  conn  try.  From 
the  latter  portion  of  the  address  tbe 
following  extracts  are  given  : 

Sanitation — From  a  sanitary  point 
of  view,  there  are  no  objections  to,  and 
many  advantages  to  be  derived  from, 
this  systom.  At  Ware,  ia  Hertford- 
shire, is  situated  the  celeh  rated  Rye 
House,  close  hy  a^sewage  larm.  The 
summer  house  known  as  Retainers' 
Hall  is  separated  from  the  farm  only 
by  the  boards  ol  which  it  is  construct- 
ed. The  farmer,  who  spends  but  a 
portion  of  the  rear  at  the  farmhouse, 
in  the  center  of  the  Irrigated  field,  says 
the  only  aanoyance  he  experiences  is 
the  increasing  appetite  of  his  family. 
At  Buthvin,  in  North  Wales,  the  rail- 
road track  aloae  separates  the  sewage- 
farm  from  tbe  station  oi  the  Northwest 
railroad,  and  the  town  is  not  more  then 
300  or  400  yards  from  the  irrigated 
meadow.  Dr.  Frankland,  tbe  prince 
of, chemists,  wrote  in  May,  1881: 
There  are  in  nature  powerful  agents 
for  the  destruction  of  disease.  It  can- 
not be  doubted ;  otherwise  the  human 
race  wonlalong  ago  have  been  extermi- 
nated. The  prohlem  is  not  entirely 
solved,  but  experience  appears  to  dem- 
onstrate this  action  on  sewage  employ- 
ed in  irrigation  ;  for  when  known  to  be 
infected  hy  cholera  and  typhoid  fever 
in  England,  it  has  never  produced  these 
diseases  in  the  inhabitants  living  on  tbe 
sewage  farm  end  consuming  the  prod- 
ace.  A^ystem  indorsed  eud  advocat- 
ed by  such  mea  a*  Virchow,  Liebeg, 
Pasteur,  Schlocsring,  and  Maris,  Da- 
vy, Frankland,  and  Carpeu I er  possess- 
es a  guarantee  unqnestionahle. 

Transportation — In  constructing 
sewerage  system,  the  town  or  city  pays 
the  costs  of  transportation,  lor  of  1 
essity  it  mnst  be  built  to  discharge 
somewhere,  and  ordinarily  it  would  be 
no  more  expensive  to  discharge  on 
neighboring  hums  than  into  a  river  01 
hay.  Many  places  are  obliged  to  ele- 
vate their  sewerage  with  pumps  before 
it  is  finally  disposed  of.  It  would  be 
just  as  cheap  to  pump  It  on  the  land. 
A  commission  appointed  some  time 
since  hy  the  Parisian  government  stat- 
ed thai  "irrigation  is  tbe  meat 
io  and  efficacious  means  of  conveying 
to  plants  the  feitllizing  matter  of  sew- 
age." Delivered  at  a  favorable  point, 
no  elaborate  system  is  necessary  for  its 
nfillzaliou.  A  cemented  reservoir  with 
Akron  pipes,  which  will  sustain  a  pres- 
sure of  two  atmosphere*,  and  gates  to 
govern  and  direct  the  flow  to  the  opeu 
ditches,  Is  all  that  is  necessary.  Hose 
might  be  substituted  for  the  Akron 
pipes.  On  a  light,  sandy  soil,  subsoil 
drains  for  the  effluent  water  are  unnec- 
essary. The  sewage  is  best  carried  In 
shallow  ditches  a  few  Inches  deep,  and 
elevated  slightly  above  the  let  el  of  the 
field.  A  plough  will  do  the  autire 
construction,  making  what  Is  ' 
tbe  "donkey  back"  eyeUtn.  Klavated 
open  ditches,  having  a  fall  ui  aJmut  an 
inch  in  I  WW  feet,  10  feet  apart,  aud 
sloping  bauka,  oris  lu.:h  to  tha  loot,  on 
which  le  the  vegetation.  The 
should  la  all  MM  1»»  IliUrtnltlcnt  while 
the  ft  growing,  that  I im  oxygeu  of 
(he  air  may  ixTaelunully  permeate  the 
soli,  glvlug  it  a  dtaucu  Ut  braatlw,  tta 
it  '  Hut  lu  wiuler,  wlteu  »rgeta 
tlou  aluutlKra.  It  way  fluw  Irrely  over 
the  land,  where  the  fertilizing  proper- 
ties will  act-tunulaL*  without  lo» 
■ear  the  Mr  las* , 


Bahut  dn  Maris  claims  that  sewago 
in  freezing  eliminates  these  properties 
as  completely  as  salt  water  does  salt  in 
the  same  process,  and  thus  epuration  is 
as  perfect  in  winter  as  in  summer.  The 
highly  productive  farms  of  Holland  are 
entirely  submerged  during  winter.  The 
periodic  overflow  of  the  Nile  give*  to 
the  valley  a  reputation  for  produeti 
ness  unequalled  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world.    J .  Bailey  Deuton  says 

"Kvery  day's  experience  at  Merthyr 
has  served  to  prove  that  with  tho  most 
suitable  free  soil,  it  is  hardly  possible 
to  over  charge  it  with  liquids." 
nevertheless  is  desirable  that  there 
should  be  provision  made  hy  the 
town  or  city  for  storm  water  h 
overflow  or  waste,  as  the  soil  wonld 
otherwise  be  washed  hy  heavy  ruins. 
If  there  are  no  stagnant  places  in  the 
ditches,  there  will  be  no  odor,  excopt 
where  the  trunk  sewer  first  emerges 
from  the  earth,  where  there  will  be 
some  smell  of  tresh  sewage.  Repeated 
experiments  in  Germany  itnd  Fra ace- 
have  demonstrated  that  in  closed  con- 
dnits  decomposition  docs  not  tako  piece, 
and  therefore  there  is  no  loss  of  fertil- 
izing properties.  When  ,tn  the  open 
ditches,  oxidation  is  so  rapid,  and  the 
deodorizing  effects  of  the  earth  so  pow- 
erful, nothing  objectionable  is  ohserved 
— a  fact  which  has  probahly  been  not- 
iced by  all  in  the  common  eartb-closet. 
The  sewage  should  not  come  in  contact 
with  the  loliage  of  the  plauts.  Tape- 
worm is  said  to  be  extremely  prevalent 
in  North  China,  caused  by  this  hahit 
emptying  faecal  matter  on  the  leaves 
of  vegcletion,  and  the  eggs  of  this  ani- 
mal a-e  thus  taken  Irom  one  individual 
be  propagated  in  another.  Other 
diseases  wonld  be  liable  to  a  similar 
mode  ot  transmission. 

Temperature  of  sewage — Our  winter 
climate  is  otten  raised  as  an  objection 
to  the  employment  of  sewage  in  irrige- 
gation.  Tbe  lacts  do  not  warrant  this 
assumption,  for  et  Pullman,  111.,  ep- 
uration takes  place,  as  well  in  winter 
nmer.  At  DanUtc,  where 
the  mean  winter  temperature  is  about 
that  of  our  own,  where  the  soil  freezes 
four  ieet  deep,  and  the  Vistula  is 
frozen  over  from  the  middle  o(  Novem- 
ber to  Marcb,  tbe  temperature  of  the 
sewage  at  the  mouth  oi  the  sewer 
never  goes  below  87  deg.  Fahr.  The 
temperature  ot  sewage  is  always  sbove 
tbe  freezing-point  wheu  under  ground, 
and  where  it  comes  to  tbe  surface  it 
melts  the  snow  and  ice,  ro  that  it  finds 
way  readily  into  the  earth.  At 
ics  a  thin  skin  of  ice  farms  on  the 
surface  oi  the  land,  underneath  which 
s  sewage  disappears. 
Dilution  of  sewage. — The  enormous 
dilation  of  sewage  with  water  is  used 
as  an  argument  against  its  profitahlo 
employment,  as  the  land  required  lor 
large  an  amount  of  water  wonld  not 
be  materially  benefited  by  the  small 
proportion  of  fertilizing  material. 
Analyses  of  drain,  water,  both  in 
Europe  and  America,  show  but  trifling 
variation  in  composition  or  relative 
amount  oi  fertilizing  matter.  Durand- 
Claye,  addressing  tbe  Society  of  Agri- 
culture of  France,  said  that  34,0:20 
gal.  of  drain  water  was  about  equal  to 
2679  lbs.  of  dunghill,  both  in  nitrogen, 
phosphoric  acid  and  potash,  aud  that  it 
it  practically  e  liquid  manure,  end  fur- 
ther that  it  is  desirable  and  neeessery 
there  should  be  great  dilntion  in  order 
insure  rapid  transit ;  and  Dr.  Car* 
pester,  the  celehrated  English  scientist, 
says :  "The  more  dilnte,  tbe  better 
is  the  sewage  for  irrigating  pnrposes." 
The  water  alone  would  be  ionnd  valu- 
able on  macb  oi  the  soil  of  Massaehu- 
irmers  in  Arlington  pey  the 
town  $150  e  year  fer  filtered  water 
employed  in  their  gardens,  and  many 
are  unable  to  get  sufficient  town  water, 
a'.d  have  erected  expensive  wiadmiils 
iter  for  the  purpose.  Tbe 
alternate  soaring  end  drying  reuder 
the  soil  lighter,  more  porous  and 
warmer,  and  consequently  it  will  pro- 
duce earlier  crops.  The  early  green 
patches  of  grass  ahont  springs  are  a 
familiar  illustration.  On  the  19th  of 
last  April,  Virchow  visited  the  sewage 
farms  of  Kdlnhurg. 

From  aa  eminence  could  be  seed  ths 
line  ol  demarkation  separating  the  250 
acres  from  the  surrounding  territory. 
The  fresh  green  verdare  of  the  farm 
where  the  first  cutting  of  grass  had  al- 
ready begun,  was  in  striking  contrast 
to  the  hrown  fields  outside,  with  noth- 
ing in  their  appearance  to  Indicate  the 
approach  of  spring.  J.  Bailey  Denton 
animates  the  loss  of  water  by  evapor- 
aliou  on  Irrigated  lands  in  England  to 
be  equal  to  oue-balf  of  the  eutlre 
amount  used.  There  the  yearly  aver- 
age humidity  is  betweeu  80  aud  hi}. 
Here  It  is  about  70.  In  this  respect 
the  meteorological  conditions  are  more 
favorable  here  than  there,  for  the  more 
remote  the  polut  ol  saturation,  tite 
greater  the  capacity  of  air  to  use  up 
moisture.  With  water  ami  manure  di 
livered  free  of  expeuse  to  the  farmer, 
profit  eught  not  to  be  a  mailer  of  qucs- 
The  Paris  commissiou  absolute- 
ly alflrm,  without  equivocation,  (hat 
the  Ueunevllllcr  lartns  arc  couducted 
at  a  grant  profit,  Inasmuch  as  the  laud 
where  sewage  was  not  applied  com- 
mauded  a  rent  value  of  only  from  f.  'JO 
to  f.  120,  whereas  adjaceut  Irrigated 
lands  wen-  rsut<:d  at  from  f.  WtU  to  1, 
460,  per  lis<-tars,  and  upon  ths  recotn- 
ruendatlnu  jf  this  commission,  the  city 
has  lauly  purchased  WW 
salami  the  syaUiu  of  lrrf(fatlou  aud  en- 
joy I  lie  profit  The  Kdluuurgh  lanua, 
Itt  um  over  ZftO  years,  have  for  a  long 
time  been  a  srnirra  of  profit  In  the  cliy. 
tvtr-l  Warwirk,  aiUr  paying  the  nlly 
of  Uamlngton  per  year  for  de- 


livering 1,000,000  gal.  per  day  al  tho 
highest  poiut  ol  his  farm,  tiads  profit  in 
the  enterprise,  accordiug  to  his 
testimony,  aud  for  raauy  years  has 
enjoyed  the  ropuJatiou  of  managing  ou< 
of  the  besl-kept  farms  in  tho  kingdom. 
Year  after  year  he  captured  the  silvei 
cup,  until  finally  ruled  out  lrom  com- 
petition. Snpt.  Hartin  ot  the  Pulltriau 
farm  writes  me  that  "lest  yeer  the 
farm  paid  over  (i  per  cent  ou  the  money 
invested  (830,000),  and  this  year  he 
hopes  to  do  hcltor."  The  soil  docs  dot 
clog  where  regular  and  systemntic  irri- 
gation is  ompleyod.  The  thin  skin  of 
deposit  when  dried,  shriuks,  cracks  and 
hreaks  up,  the  organic  matter  decays, 
and  becomes  food  for  vegetation,  and 
thus  the  soil  becomes  more  light  ead 
porous,  as  is  noticed  eftor  a  raiuJail. 
Buozleu  has  irrigeted  with  sewage  15 
hectares  for  two  and  a  hall  centuries, 
without  diminishing  the  permeability 
of  tho  land,  or  uuy  other  deleterious 
suit. 

Favorable  soils— The  most  iavorehle 
soil  for  irrigation  is  a  sendy  loam,  uu- 
derlaid  hy  coerse  snnil  or  gravel.  This 
does  not  require  suhsoil  drainage. 
Other  soils,  coutaiaing  a  proportion  ol 
cley,  will  absorb  less  liquid,  hut  by 
under  draiuiug  will  take  care  ot  a  good 
Stiff  clay  soils  crack  deep, 
when  dried  after  a  dose  of  liquid,  aid 
are  therefore  not  useful  for  irrigation. 
The  sandy  wastes  of  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  desert,  California  aud  New  Mexi- 
todav  made  fertile  hy  irrigation 
with  tresh,  pure  water. 

The  practical  application  of  these 
views  lies  in  the  total  aban4onement  of 
that  "relic  ol  herbarium,"  the  cesspool, 
to  which  may  be  fairly  charged  a  large 
proportion  of  the  10,000  cases  of  ty- 
phoid fever  occurring  in  this  State 
each  year.  In  its  piece  an  open  or  co- 
•ered  siok-drein,  iu  which  mey  be' 
poured  the  slops  of  tho  family,  should 
discharge,  without  stagnation,  in  the 
garden,  lor  the  benefit  of  vegetation. 
The  facal  matter  shonld  be  deposited 
in  vaults  with  impervious  walls,  into 
which  should  occasionally  be  thrown  a 
shovelful  ol  loam  or  chip-dirt,  and 
emptied  at  least  twice  each  year. 

During  ths  past  summer,  a  plot  of 
ground  about  15  feet  square  was  suffi- 
cient to  dispose  of  all  the  sink  wasa 
of  two  families,  with  e  lavish  nse  of 
rnnni  .g  water.  On  this  land  I  raised 
cora,  oniens,  carrols,  parsnips  end  a 
little  Ilaliau  rye-grass  as  en  experi- 
ment. The  yield  oi  all  was  mncb 
larger  than  ou  adjacent  land,  aad 
there  was  en  entire  absence  of  effluvia. 

towns  the  sewerage  system 
should  he  constructed  with  the  final  oh- 
ject  ot  discharging  on  favorahle  soil, 
for  the  time  is  fast  approaching  wheu 
this  system  mnst  be  adopted  in  this 
itry.  The  laws  enaeted  last  win- 
ter hy  our  Legislature  will  ultimately 
compel  the  withdrawal  oi  sewage  from 
and  ponds  as  the  policy  of  the 
state  appears  in  tavor  of  the  abandon 
meat  of  natural  water-courses  for  sew- 
erage purposes.  In  tbe  mean  time  the 
state  could  well  afford  10  demonstrate 
by  expertmeut  whet  ceops  are,  in  our 
climate,  best  adapted  to  irrigation, 
end  bow  ahundantly  the  soil  can  he 
dosed  advantageously.  With  these 
questious  settled,  there  is  no  doubt 
plenty  ol  lend  would  be  fouud 
the  state  to  utilize  all  tbe  sewage. 
There  are  In  England  today  200  cities 
end  towns  disposing  of  sewage  hy  irri- 
gation, most  of  which  systems  have 
been  established  in  the  past  10  years. 
No  other  system  shows  such  a  growth. 
If  land  can  be  found  in  England  for 
this  purpose,  it  ought  not  to  be  diffi- 
cult to  find  it  here.  Our  farmers 
nld  strive  for  the  privilege  of  shar- 
r  iu  the  advantages  wheu  the 
demonstration  wns  made,  as  has  been 
the  case  at  Genevilliers,  where  tbe  ex- 
perimental farm  of  Paris  was  described 
as  appearing  like  an  oasis  in  it  desert. 

The  encouregement  ol  the  cultiva- 
tion of  timber  where  sewage  en  ay  be 
dlschergcd  without  extensive  para- 
phernalia, would  result  ia  greet  ad- 
vantages to  the  state.

The  size  to  which  they  grow  can  ba 
judged  by  the  size  of  their  teeth.  Tha 
teeth  of  some  sharks,  particularly  the 
man-eaters,  are  sharp  and  pointed  lika 
spikes,  while  the  teeth  of  another  class 
are  set  into  the  jaws  flat  lika  paving 
stones.  In  a  spare  hour  on  board  ship  a 
sailor  wUl  take  as  much  pleasure  in 
sharpening  a  shark  hook  as  a  barber 
does  in  strapping  a  razor.  After  a  shark 
is  captured  and  hauled  aboard  tbe  veasal 
the  sailors  cut  it  up  into  as  many  small 
pieces  aa  possible  before  throwing  it 
overboard.  Sharks  are  as  tenacious  of 
life  as  eats,  and  it  is  necessary  to  out 
them  all  to  pieces  in  order  to  kill  them. 
On  one  occasion  some  sailors  caught  a 
good-sized  shark,  and,  after  getting  it  on 
deck,  dispatched  it,  as  they  thought.  They 
out  ont  one  entire  side  of  its  month  and 
threw  the  mangled  carcass  book  into  the 
water.  A  little  while  afterward  they 
caught  the  same  shark,  apparently  as 
full  of  lifo  and  mischief  os  ever. 

The  thrashing  shark  has  a  tough  and 
ugly  looking  tail  longer  than  the  body, 
with  which  it  thrashes  ead  disables  its 
It  is  e  formidubto  and  redout - 
lees  enemy  of  the  whale,  and  hauts  the 
leviathan  of  tho  deep  ia  company  with 
the  sword-fish.  These  fish  travel  in 
packs  like  wolves.  When  a  whale  is  at- 
tacked the  sword-fish  goes  down  under 
it,  and  by  prieking  and  oatting  it  in  the 
belly  they  force  the  mouster  to  rise  to 
the  surface)  of  the  water.  Then  the 
thrashing  sharks  raise  their  tails  and 
lash  the  whales  naross  the  back.  The 
sword-fish  and  the  shark  koop  up  their 
combined  assaults  natil  their  mammoth, 
bnt  against  them  powerless,  adversary  is 
dead.  The  only  part  of  the  whale  that  is 
eaten  by  tho  thrashing  shark  is  the 
tongue.  It  is  not  known  that  the  sword- 
fish  cats  any  part  of  a  whale.  They  ap- 
pear to  join  with  the  thrashing  shark  in 
assaulting  tbe  wholo  only  out  of  pure 
vioiouancea.  With  ali  their  voracity, 
sharks  arc  entitled  t»  the  credit  of  oaring 
for  one  another.  Youag  sharks  are 
watched  and  protected  by  the  older  ones.
